Wha t the Bulletin Issued Toda y Ha s 
to 8a V. 


T he past 
week 
averaged con­ 
siderably w arm er than usual except 
in the southeast section w here the 
tem perature w as about normal. U p 
to S a turd ay noon the rainfall was 
very light in all sections, and over 
the greater portion 
of the state 
there w as none, hut during S a tur­ 
day 
afternoon 
and 
night 
good 
showers fell in m any of the central 
and northern counties and were of 
great benefit to g ro w in g crops. 
T he w eek has been very favor­ 
able for w ork in the fields, hut in 
most sections crops suffered to a 
greater or less extent from lack of 
moisture. 
C orn plan tin g is now 
practically com pleted, except in a 
few northern counties, and in the 
central and southern sections culti­ 
vation has been the order of the 
day .^ In some counties corn is re­ 
ported a poor stand and g ro w in g 
very slowly , o w in g to dry w eather 
and cool nights, while in others 
the stand is good and the crop is 
doing well. 
C ut w orm s, mice and 
moles have been very destructive 
in m an y places.

M eadow s and pastures have 
also suffered from lack of moisture 
in some districts, hut, as a rule, 
pastures are reported good.

rain, have done well, except in a 
few localities. 
T ree 
fruits,

continue to drop badly in places. 
In some localities the straw berry 
crop has been cut short by the dry 
w eather.

cle of original expense is overcome 
by the 
reduced price of material, 
and the anticipated high cost of 
maintenance avoided by doing aw ay 
entirely with wood in the construc­ 
tion. 
OBJECTIOXS AXSWEKEI). 


R e p ly in g to some of the objec­ 
tions which 
might suggest 
them­ 
selves 
to steel 
rails 
for 
country 
roads, the secretary said : 
“ T h e danger of horses slipping 
on the rail in going up or down hill 
is met by indenting the rails used 
on grades sufficiently to catch tlie 
calks of the shoes without roughing 
the tread for wheels. 
T h e ditficul- 
ty of ‘ 
low joints’ is met by m aking 
the joint stronger than any other 
part of the track, and the danger 
of formin|y a rut alongside the rail 
is overcome by m aking every rail 
joint 
serve 
as 
a 
‘ 
remount’ 
for 
wheels. 
T h e form of rail proposed 
is an inverted trough with a slight­ 
ly raised bead on the inside. 
T h e 
rail 
is bedded in gravel laid in 
a 
trench, which is well drained. 
A 
little gravel is spread between the 
rails for the horse path. 
T h e rails 
are tied together at the ends and in 
the middle. 
T h e present design is 
for an 8-inch tread, 
7-i6th" of an 
inch th ick .” 
Under the 
present 
administra­ 
tion of the department of agricul­ 
ture the m ovem en f for good 
roads 
is to be pushed in other ways than 
by the introduction of the steel rail 
plan. 
It is hoped to have in 
pro­ 
gress at or near the agricultural 
colleges and experimental stations 
in the various states the m aking of 
various 
kinds of improved roads. 
This is to be brought about by co­ 
operation of the government, the 
local authorities and the manufac­ 
turers of roadmaking machinery. 
T h e government will furnish 
the 
engineer and instructor for the stu­ 
dents and also skilled operators for 


the machines.

or town where the model roads are 
built supply the means to pay for 
materiil.

A t Monmouth a road 
has been maile for the construction 
of a single course of vitrified bricks 
set on edge, 
laid on sand 
7 feet 
wide, between curbs of oak plank 
and borders of 
broken 
stone to a 
distance of 
2 
feet on 
each 
side. 
This road has not been in use long 
enough to be fully tested, 
but has 
given a favorable impression at the 
outset. 
It has been recommended 
that an experiment be made with 
brick 
tramways 
for 
wheels 
and 
gravel 
between 
for the tread of 
horses, and it is quite possible that 
steel trackways may be profitably 
substituted for brick. 


TEST OF BRICK HOADS. 


“ A more thorough test of lirick 
roads has been made 
in Cuyahoga 
county, 
Ohio, 
where 
they have 
proven so satisfactory that they are 
being extended 
in 
several 
direc­ 
tions. 
T h e plans for their exten­ 
sion call for a stone curbing upon 
both sides of an 8-foot 
track 
of 
brick. 
The remainder of the road, 
20 feet wide, 
is graded, 
but not 
paved. These roads, however, have 
been expensive and have recjuired 
much heavy grading. 
T h e cost of 
paving is much higher than that of 
a 
steel 
trackw ay at the 
present 
price of that material. 
“ T h e cost of macudam roads has 
been reduced within a few , years. 
Under the most favorable, condi­ 
tions, where labor can be obtained 
for 75c a day, where coal for steam 
power is low, and 
where the rock 
is alongside the road, a first-class 
macadam 
road 6 inches thick can 
be built on a grade previously con­ 
structed and bridged for 
per 
mile for each foot of width. 
From 
this minimum price the cost ranges 
all the w a y up to 
$io,ocx) a mile 
for a 16-foot track. 
Gravel roads 
cost less than macadam, and 
vary 
from 
,$1,000 to $2,OCX) per mile. 
T h e 7-foot brick road at Monmouth, 
111., 
cost 90c per running foot, or 
$4,750 per mile. 
Th e 8-foot brick 
roads 
at 
Cleveland 
range 
from 
$8,000 to $i3,(X)o per mile, but this 
included heavy grading. 
“ Material for steel roads of the 
heaviest class 
of present 
designs 
costs in small quantity about $3,- 
500 per mile. 
T h e amount of ma­ 
terial,however,is less than 100 tons 
per mile, and if the present prices 
of steel should be maintained, ma­ 
terial for long lines of road can be 
furnished for about $2,ocx) per mile. 
T h e lighter class of steel rails for 
ordinary country roads need 
not 
exceed fifty tons per mile, and need 
not cost much over $i ,ocx) per mile. 
T h e cost of grading and track lay­ 
ing 
will 
be additional, 
but that 
need not be heavy on the western 
prairies, for the rails are all prepar­ 
ed to be bolted together.”
